Even if media- 
tion is proposed after hostilities have 
been begun it does not operate to inter- 
rupt military operations. The posi- 
tion of this Government is, therefore, 
proper if it adheres to the purpose to 
fetain Vera Cruz provisionally. 

The treaty provides that the period in 
which the principle of mediation shall} 
Be permitted to govern cannot exceed 
thirty days. In that period the two 
Governments have no communicatioy 
with each other and tne mediatory pow- 
ers have before them the task of settling 
the dispute as best they can.

OUT OF VERA CRUZ BASTILE. 


| Huerta’s Victims to Leave the For- 


tress That Dates Back to Cortez. 
Special to The New York Timea. 

WASHINGTON, April 28.—The Amer- 
ican occupation of Vera Cruz will prove 
a godsend to Mexicans who were 
thrown into prison by the Huertista mil- 
itary agents for no other reason than 
to force them to bear arms in the Mex- 
ican Federal Army, 

The fact that these men were incarce- 
rated on this account became known of- 
here to-day when Secretary 
received from Admiral Fletcher 
a dispatch announcing that the Admiral 
had taken over the prison fortress at 
San Juan d'Ulloa.

Daniels Shows Economic Value of 
Educating the Sailors. 


In an article on “Making the Navy 


an Economic Asset,’’ Josephus Daniels, 
Secretary of the Navy, says in the 
forthcoming !ssue of The Scientific 
American: 

I am mentally convinced, .as any 
reasoning man who has studied the 
subject must be, that our navy should 
be strengthened. I subscribe to much 
of the argument in the series of ar- 
ticles in this paper, to which I con- 
tribute this closing number; but if, 
in spite of the advantages given me 
by my position to learn the whole 
truth, it is hard for me to shake off 
this instinctive feeling that our nation 
needs no protection beyond its own 
brave citizens, how much more must 
those living ’ar inland, whose only 
knowledge of dreadnoughts comes 
from the illustrated papers, hold to 
the view that Providence will pro- 
tect our country without the need of 
dreadnoughts, and that an adequate 
navy is merely a needless national 
expense. 

I sometimes fancy 
officers fail to 


that our naval 
understand the extent 
and depth of this feeling throughout 

the country. It is a point of view im- 
possible to men like themselves who, 
from the day when they entered An- 
napolis. have had cold facts and fig- 
ures hammered inio them regarding 
the necessity of a defensive fleet to 
any country whose coasts are worth 
the harrowing and whose ports can 
be made to vield vast tribute to an 
attacking fleet. 

The task that lies before the Secretary 
of the Navy, who understands this 
the one hand, but who has 
convinced of Its erroneousness | 
on the other, is to find some way to 
secure at least the passive support of 
these people.

MRS. SHAW LOSES SUIT. 


Court Refuses Marriage Annulment 
to Wife of Banker. « 


Mrs. Katherine Lyall Shaw lost 
suit yesterday to have her marriage to/ a 
Robert Marsden Shaw annulled. After 
listening to testimony all day yesterday, 
Justice Bijur, in the Supreme Court, de- 
cided the case in favor of Mr. 


‘The suit was brought on the ground that 
Shaw had not lived with her hus- 
band after her eighteenth birthday, 
which occurred on Dec. 15 last. Mr. 
Shaw is a banker and broker. : 

Late in December he accused his wife 
of having been too friendly with Rich- 
ard S. Darling, the President of the 
Acme Can Company. 

Then came developments in rapid-fire 

fashion. It came out that Mrs. Shaw 
Darling in this city 
and had not arrived at herj|5 
home in Morristown, N. J., until the 
early morning hours. Later Mrs. Shaw 
disappeared and she was traced to White 
Plains, whither she had accompanied 
Mr. Darling. Mr. Shaw began suit 
against Mr. Darling for alienating his 
wife’s affections, but this was dropped. 
Then proceedings were begun against 
Mr. Darling on the ground that he was 
with Mrs. Shaw in a White Plains hotel 
Dec. 31 to Jan. 7, although they 
had occupied separate rooms. He was 
indicted for violating the Mann White 
Slave act, and is now out on bail on this 
charge. 

Mrs. Shaw was in the witness chair 
for an hour yesterday trying her hard- 
est to get rid of her husband. But the 
tide set against her from the start.

They can and will be protected against 
about all of the malignant fevers, and 
the dreadful plan of keeping them en- 
camped for weeks and months on burn- 
ing sands as preparation for service in 
tropics—it was called ‘*‘ hardening "’ 

“acclimatization ’’ in 189S8S—has 
been forever abandoned. We know 
enough to send men into the field 
strength accumulated, not ex- 
hausted.

Congress 
subsequentiy praised his action. Capt.

Several members of the Ingraham family 
have spoken or written to me to the effect | 
that Mrs. Trumbull not related to the 
Ingrahams.

Ingraham (later Commodore) did not die in 
1863. He died in 1891, despite statements in 
some encyclopedias to the contrary.

First Quarter’s Earnings Fall 
That Much Short of Cor- 
poration’s Needs. 


USUAL DIVIDENDS VOTED 


Appropriation for Depreciation $1,- 
288,516 Less Than in 1913— 
Net Income $17,994,381. 


A deficit of $6,289,644 was reported by 
the United Steel Corporation yesterday 
as the result of operations in the first 
quarter of 1014, after fixed charges and 
depreciation allowances had been pro- 
vided for and the usual dividends paid 
on the stocks. The cornoration’s net 


income was $17,994,581, about what had 
been locked for in financial circles, 
and this figure stood in contrast with 
$23,086,349 earned in the preceding 
quarter and $34,426,801 in the first three 
months of 191%. 

In the closing quarter of last year the 
corporation reported a deficit of $1,- 
002,304 after paying out as much in 
dividends as in the opening quarter of 
this year. The surplus in the opening 
querter of 1913 was $7,369,600, so that 
when compared with the results of the 
fame period of last year, yesterday’s 
statement showed an actual falling off 
in income available for the surplus 
account of $18,059,244. Bond interest 
increased about £220,000) over the pre- 
ceeding quarter and about $25,300 more 
was reserved for the sinking fund and} 
depreciation account. As compared with 
the corresponding quarter of 1913, the 
amount set aside for depreciation and 
sinking fund needs showed a decline of 
$1,288,516, while interest charges were 
$159,000 larger.

| Philippines Not After Cottons. 
The market for American cotton goods 
in the Philippines seems to be very lim- 
ited at the moment, despite the fact 
that on certain classes of these goods 
the Islands present one of the best 
markets the American exporter has. 
This is said to be especially true of the 
market for the better grades of cheap 
prints and on other light goods whole- 
saling from 4 to 10 or 12 cents a yard. 
Reports from the trade indicate that 
buying on the part of the Philippine 
|}traders has been small and featureless 
for some time, and though one of the 
| largest export houses yesterday re- 
; ceived one or two orders from that part 
} of the world they were insignificant as 
;}export orders go, and were not thought 
|fo indicate an awakening demand. Why 
|}buying in this and the other for- 
eign markets is light at this time is 
hard for the exporters to say, for in 
their opinion the market on cotton 
zoods for the export trade has touched 
»0ttom. It is not to be expected, they 
say, that the mills will long continue 
selling goods at lower prices than last 
year when cotton is considerably 
higher. 


SOMETHING ABOUT PENS. 


Many Made Here and Exported, 
While Some Are Imported. 


From statistics given out yesterday 
by the Bureau of Foreign and Domestic 
Commerce it appears that the United 
States exports over 800,000 fountain 
pens per annum, or approximately one 
fountain pen for each gross of ordinary 
pens exported. Last fiscal vear 309,200} 
fountains pens and 49,500,000 ordinary 
pens were exported, sales in each case 
having been made in about fifty coun- 
tries. In the twenty months since the| 
record of fountain-pen exports began! 
the sales abroad have amounted to 500,- | 
OOO pens, with an average wholesale 
value of $1.05 each. More than one-| 
half of the fountain pens were sent to} 
England. Out of 809,200 exported in 
the last fiscal year 169,000 were con- 
signed to England, 53,700 to Canada, 
and 30,000 to France. 

The fountain-pen industry, while rela- 
tively small, is rapidly increasing in im- 
sortance. In the ten years from 1899 
o 1909 the value of products turned out 
by the fountain, stylographic, and gold 
pen industry almost trebled, while the 
output of steel pens doubled. Nearly all 
the domestic steel pens are used in the 
United States, the figures of production 
having been, in 1), $5,300,000, and the 
recorded exports of that vear only $162,- 
000, in comparison with $500,000 last 
year. English and Swedish steel are 
largely used by our manufacturers in 
the production of pens, by reason of 
the special adaptability of that steel 
to this peculiar use. 

Imported fountain pens are making 
but little headway in our domestic 
markets, but other classes of pens, ex- 
cept those of gold, are hought in con- 
siderable quantities from foreign coun- 
tries. 





Decrease In Immigration. 

PORTLAND, Maine, April 28.—A great 
decrease in immigration from Europe 
through this port was ascribed by im- 
migration officials to-day to labor con- 
ditions in the United Stutes and Canada, 
During the Winter steamship season 
just ended only 7,976 passengers arrived 
here, compared with 26,625 the previous 
year.

SAYS TRUST BARS 
COAL FOR NEW YORK 


Tillman Asks Inquiry Into Its 
Relations to Railroads 
in South. 


ACCUSES FINANCIERS HERE 


Southern Industries Are Languish- 
ing Because of High Price of 
the Fuel, He Asserts. 


Special to [he New York Times. 

WASHINGTON, April 28. — Senator | 
Tillman of South Carolina, Chairman of 
the Senate Committee on Naval Af- 
fairs, presented to-day to the Senate 
his resolution directing an investigation 
by his committee into the relations of 
the so-called coal trust to various rail- 
roads in the South, The resolution was 
referred to the Committee on Audit 
and Control for the simple purpose of 
ascertaining whether sufficient cash 
was in the Senate’s contingent fund to 
defray the expenses of the inquiry. 

Mr. Tillman spoke sharply of condi- 
tions in the South. He said the coal 
trust, through Morgan & Co. and 
George F. Baker and other New York- 
ers, Was preventing the Southern Rail- 
way from carrying coal in a legitimate | 
way so as to increase the grip of the 
eoal trust on the business. Mr. Baker, 
he sald, was using his trusteeship of 
the Southern to foster his larger inter- 
est in coal. 

“This fight,’’ said Mr. Tillman, refer- 
ring to his resolution, ‘is in the inter- 
est of the navy and naval stations and 
for the consumers of coal in the South 
Atlantic States and for the producers | 
of coal in the Appalachian fields, in- 
volving mines in West Virginia, Vir- 
ginia, Kentucky, and Tennessee, against 
the alleged coal trust, which is dom- 
inated and is run in the interest of the 
Pennsylvania Railroad system and fhe 
mines which use that system and its| 
tributaries to reach the markets. 

“The owners of the mines not in the 
Coal Trust are making little or no} 
money because of discrimination and 
favoritism on the part of the railroads 
The Southern States are being mulcted 
systematically to enrich Morgan & Co., | 
George F. Baker, and their associates, | 
living in New York mainly. Southern | 
industries are languishing and put to} 
undue expense because of the high price 
of coal and other discriminations. 

“T was talking with a_ friend last 
week in South Carolina who is Presi- 
dent of three cotton mills, and he told 
me that coal cost them at the mines 
around $i per ton, and miners could 
make money at that; that the cost of 
transportation was anywhere from $1.75 
to $2.50. This is due to the fact that the 
Southern Railway, as is alleged, is con- 
trolled by Morgan & Co. and their as- 
sociates, who use and abuse it in the 
interests of their greater investments 
in coal mines on the Pennsylvania sys- 
tem. 

‘“‘There can be 
the manufacturers 


no just reason why | 
in Georgia, South) 
Florida, and Virginia should | 
be discriminated against and their in- 
dustries throttled or made to bear un-| 
just burdens as compared with their 
competitors in other States.’’ 

Mr. Tillman said the alleged trust pre- 
vented the shipment of coal from West 
Virginia to New York or any _ point] 
south of it, and that the City of Wash- | 
ington was prevented from getting eT 
from this field.

LATEST CUSTOMS RULINGS. 


Questions of Fact Decided by the 
General Appraisers. 


Tennis racquets will have to stand 
duty under the old tariff at 35 per cent. 
ad valorem as manufactures of wood, 
according to a decision made yesterday 
by Judge McClelland for Board 1 of the 
United States General Appraisers. The 
Asiatic Export & Import Company and 
George S. Bush & Co. imported the 
goods at Port Townsend, Wash. At 
the hearing, the importers claimed a 
rate of 25 per cent. on the value as 


manufactures of catgut. 

The board declined to reverse the 
Chicago Collector’s assessment of 60 
per cent. on preserved grasses, moss 
and maidenhair leaves used in trimming 
women’s hats and imported by Theo- 
dore Ascher Company. All of the goods 
were returned as ornamental leaves un- 
der the old law. , 

Wilson Brothers, Chicago, succeeded 
in a contention relating to gloves 
brought in under the Act of 1909. The 
Custom House officials exacted a 
cumulative duty of 40 per cent. per 
dozen pairs in addition to the regular 
duty. The importers denied that the 
articles were stitched or embroidered 
with more than 3 single strands or 
cords, but were decorated with so-called 
“Paris points.” The Collector was 
ordered to make a reliquidation on the 
basis of the regular duty only. 

It was decided that metal polish is not 
a chemical compound dutiable at 25 
per cent. ad valorem under the old law, 
but is properly a non-enumerated manu- 
factured article taxable at 20 per cent. 
G. Neustadter & Brother, New York, 
were the importers. 

Louis De Jonge & Co., New York, 
were sustained in a protest for the free 
entry of containers of merchandise im- 
ported under the Tariff act of 1807. 
They were assessed for duty at the 
Same ad valorem rates as their contents. 
This the board decides was erroneous, 
a reliquidation of the entries being or- 
dered. 

Stein, Simon & Co., and Arnstein, Si- 
mon & Co., San Francisco, attacked 
the validity of a reappraisement, which 


|}atfirmed the action otf the Appraiser in 


including an item of verification, in 
the dutiable value of merchandise. 
Judge Waite says that, as the protes- 
tants failed to appeal to a board of re- 
reappraisement, their protests have no 
standing before the board of classifica- 
on. 

The board denied free entry to rub- 
ber junk of various kinds imported by 
H. Meehlstein & Co., William Somer- 
ville’s Sons, and J. V. Gurge & Co., 
New York. The Collector took a 10 
er cent. duty as waste, whereas the 
anperers claimed the merchandise fit 
on y for remanufacture. 

Sheathing felt for vessels was held 
exempt from duty. The customs men at 
Port Townsend returned the merchan- 
dise at 10 per cent. as roofing felt. 
importers included R. E. Howard 
and the F. P. Dow Company.

CALL 10 ORGANIZE 
STATE LAND BANK 


Conference of Savings and Loan 
Associations to be Held in 
Albany on May 8. 


WILL LEND ON FARM LANDS 





Basis of Operations to be Somewhat 
Like That of the Federal 
Reserve Banks. 


Savings and loan associations in this 
city have received invitations to a con- 
ference to be held in Albany on May 8 
to formulate plans for the organization 
of the Land Bank of the State of New 
authorized by the new banking 
law. The main purpose of the Land 
Bank is to facilitate loans on farm 
|lands, although it applies also to mort- 
|gages on city property. 
| The law permits its organization by 
|ten or more savings and loan associa- 
ltions having sufficient capital, and upon 
its establishment it will have power to 
sell bonds, constituting its own obliiga- 
|tion, for the purposes of any of the 
|member associations. An _ association 
| desiring to obtain funds in this way will 
|deposit with the State Controller mort- 
||gages held by itself as security. 

The law has never empowered savings 

associations to issue their own 
|| bonds, but by the plan adopted the bonds 
|| will be backed practically by the credit 
| lof all the associations joining, and they 
l\are expected to have a ready market. 
{The bonds will be sold by the Land 
|| Bank, and the proceeds turned over to 
the association applying for them, which 
ll will thus increase its funds available 
|\for investment in additional mortgages. 
| The theory on which the Land Bank 








is to be organized is based somewhat on 
the same idea as the creation of Federal 
reserve banks, by which their reserves 
are to be combined for the benefit of 
all. The intention is to give to the sav- 
ings and loan associations an oppor- 
tunity to finance by co-operative meth- 
ods the land mortgages of every section 
of the State. 

The Land Bank is to be composed en- 
tirely of savings and loan associations 
and its officers and Directors are to be 
named by the associations and elected 
by their representatives. While the na- 
tional banks were compelled to join the 
Federal reserve system or give u their 
charters, membership in the Land Bank 
is optional with the associations, with 
the perpetual right in each to become a 
member. 

The right to issue bonds is given joint- 
ly to the Land Bank and the associa- 
tions. The association supplies the 
mortgages and receives the proceeds of 
the sale, while bonds may be sold only 
through the medium of the Land Bank.
